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Plutarco Elias Calles, Generalissimo of the feder- 
al armies, is commonly referred to in Mexico as the 
man who holds h‘s country’s destiny in his hands. 

This much has been said of General Calles before 
but neyer with more conviction that al present as his 
troops drive before them the insurgents who turned | 
against the government which Calles helped in no | 
little way to establish. 

A quict unassuming man whose enormouse senatht 
of character is obvious at first contact, this former 
president came back from private life to shoulder 
his country's greates: burden at a time when skeptics 
frankly expressed doubt that the present Mexican 
government could survive the shock of revolt. 

Instead of choosing the quickest way out, Gen- 
eral Calles who, upon retiring from public life last 
year, prom:sed that “in case of public emergency” hist 
services always would be a‘ the disposal of kis coun-| 
try, took over the war portfolio and _ snatched up 

the gauntlet thrown down by Generals Aguirre, F.s- 
“cobar, Manzo, Caravco and others. 

What General Calles accomplished already is| 
a part of Mexican history. Calles is a pensive, cour-| 
teous cc) siderate man whose entire lack of pompous- 
ness constitu.es one of h's chicf. marks of distinction. 
He shuns personal publicity and docs not seem to 
think that propaganda is of prime necessity to the 
success of his ventures. 

Before retiring from the presidency, Calles told!

Not the automobile but man’s carelessness in 
handling it continu:s to take a toll of between 400 
and 600 lives each month in the United States. Mor- 
tality statis.ics have becn issued by the census de- 
partment, based on reparts from areas which take part 
in the death reg’stration work, snowing that since May 

1, 1923, the death rate has been sustained, with sea-) 
sonal fluctuation due to the varying use of cars by| 
the people. 

The department of Commerce announces that dur- 
ing the four weeks ending March 23, 1929, 78 
large cities in the United States reported 325 deaths 
from automobile accidents. This number compares| 
with 421 during the same period, 1928. Most of the; 
deaths were the resule of accidents which occurred 
within the corporate limits of the city, although some 
accidents occurred outside of the city limits. 

Forscomparison, the number of deaths due to au- 
-tomobile accidents within city limits is desirable. Such 

figures are available for the four week period ending 
March 23, 1929 and for the corresponding four week 
period of 1928 for all of the 78 cities, the four week 
figure in 1929 beng as contrasted with 361] for the 
corresponding four weeks in 1928. 

Considering by four week periods since May, 
1925, total deaths from automobile accidents for 78 
cities, regardless of place of accident, the lowest to- 
tal, 346, appears for the four week period ending 
March 27, 1926 and the highest, 771, for the four 
week period ending Dec. 28, 1928.
